A beautiful work of art, which having been deemed worthy of a 
place in the library of Pope Pius VI would equally adorn any other 
princely collection. 

In a long colophon on the last leaf it is stated that the book was 
written for Cardinal Lodovicus Alemandi of S. Cecilia, and sent to 
Angelotto de Fuscis (Fosco) Bishop of Cava, in 1427. Cardinal Louis 
Alemandi or Aleman, sumamed the Blessed, sometime Archbishop 
of Arles, was one of the most famous Church dignitaries of the first 
half of the 15th century. This friend Cardinal Angelotto Fosco, to 
whom he sent this volume, was hardly less eminent, although perhaps 
not so widely known. 

But for the existence of this colophon, which is undoubtedly 
contemporary with the manuscript, one would date the ornamentation 
as being not earlier than a.d. 1450, and more probably a little later. 

It opens up a question as to the real date when the very beautiful 
Italian borders of interlaced tracery first became developed. The 
present borders have beautiful bird and butterfly details which are 
exquisitely finished. 

I have not been able to identify the arms of an owner which are in 
the border on folio 7. They are azure a lion rampant or; gyronny of 8 
(dimidiated into 4) or and gules. The dexter has a resemblance to 
the arms borne by the Nani family of Venice; encircling the arms is an 
inscription which is not legible. 

This treatise of Crescentius on agriculture, written towards the end 
of the 13th century, was extremely popular in Europe, and was not 
only frequently copied in manuscript, and repeatedly printed, but 
formed the basis of many later works on the subject. Besides 
agriculture, it deals with every phase of country life, has a list of trees, 
fruits, herbs and flowers, deals with veterinary medicine and the care 
of animals, hawks, etc., with angling, vine growing, etc. etc., the last 
chapter being devoted to a list of what should be done on a farm 
in each month of the year.
